The cash register switched to a 
dirge, the white opron went up on the hook a lost 
time tor five reasons: Shortoee of help, tmcertahi 
BuppUes, cclllnE squeeze, restricted trans port and 
hurfeniomB bookie eeplng. 

Any housewlfo can testify to the new ration book 
arithmetic. What an Illinois survey showed Is thai a 
grocery cDshler, Who checked out 173 customers in a 
prccoupon day, now clears only U cuitomcn and their 
rotlon books. Add ration banking, Inventories, price 
ceilings, the « orders of 60 mimeographed pages 
which Sullivan couni*d coming out of Washington 
In the last wcelc ot March alone, ond the anfver 
Is that a grocer either hires a new bookkeeper or 
tolls St his counter by day and over hli paper work 
by night. 

Supply is another problem. 1^0 rrocer Is pcihapi 
tbo quick to blamo the government. But when a price 
order threatens the profit margin In a commodity, the 

Clit-powered market stopa moving. At thn end ol Its 
I is the grocer, praying for enough goods to keep hti 
customers and enough margin to keep himself. "TIib 
dstk alltmallve Is n market situation which, according 
to OPA Itself, permits the sale of a bushel of tomatoes 
at the celling price with $3 "handling costs," 
. Tliese ore among the problems which have the Na- 
tional Association ot Retail Orocers ehoutlng defiance 
at' OPA "dreomen," How many must be token u 
burdens to win the war, how many are due to gov- 
ernment management, la n question. A charge of pre- 
judice against small business has been laid against 
WashinRton officials but not proven. Little tjuslneu 
has a tietter cose that Washington has not tempetea 
orden to insure tils survlTsl. He Is rather Important 
in the American scheme of things.— St. Louis Olobe- 
Democrat.

WAR CONDITIONS CAUSE 
SPREADING OF MALARIA 




By DR. THOMAS V. MASTERS 
Malaria Is probably the most com 
ion of all tropical diseases, and 
war has Increased lis incidence 
among t>oth military personnel and 
dvUlona who have moved Into ma- 
larial districts or 
who ore forced . 
live in crowded 
and often tem- 
porary and im- 
hygtanlo places. 

In practleallr 
all tropical and 
subtropical areas, 
malaria Is the 
chief medl 
problem. And 
caslonaliy, In . 
year of Increased 
precipitation sucb 
It extends well up Into 
the tempente tones. 

Malaria Is bn acute tntectloui 
disease, cataed to the parailte 
known aa Plasmodium, and conveyed 
by the blt« of certain 
mosqultei who ore Infected with 
the parasite. The disease In man 
It characterised by Inlennlltcnt 
chUls and lever. 

The malarial parasite luideigoes 
tm phatea of development, mt ta 
man and the other In tlie mosquito. 
When the parasite is Introduead' 
Into the blood ot man by the 
mosquito. It attaches Itself to tba 
red cell ot the blood and, after K 
few days, tnlera tbt cell and betliu 
to noltlplif. Finally, the red oell 
rupturaa and dUeharget the tznall 
dJiUBhter parasites, which acidn At'

tach themselves to other red blood 
ceUs, where the proeeta Is repeated., 

The second phase begin* ■when the 
female mosquito feeds on an inlect- 
ed man and digests the parulte. 
Iha parasites then reproduce in the 
stomach wall ot the mos<tulto,.and 
ths offspring moke their way to the 
Insectl salivary gl^Dd^^^where they 
remain until the motqUtto blui a 
suswptibls human being, when the 
whole process repeats Itself. 

Tills extremely complicated and 
elaborate course of development ot- 
ters numerous points ot attack on 
the disease. The breeding places ot 
the mosquito should be eliminated 
by dralnlag stsgitant pools, by coT- 
ertet Mitn wltb'OU and kerosene, 
Aceeu to toon by the mosqultos can 
be pnvented by tta* UbermI ui« of 
tpiayt ihewn to be attecUve agilAst 
muqultoi, and by the •ereenlng of 
bulldlnn ahd the use of bed nets, 
Um tnoeqtUte Is Inaetlve dtiMng the 
day, and prtctuttoni must b« ei- 
Ubllitaed from dtisk to daylight 
only. Then who nuit b* Kbout at 
night (bould veor lUcb dethtni. 
headneii and giant that the not- 
qullo cannot rtacli the sUn. Mia 
Infected with maUrla should be 
treated and Isolated tram the mo«* 
qnltiK u liilected people ar«-danger- 
oui-to their neighbors.

Miss Dreps had sued lor the aal- 
ory. Tlie board of regents appealed 
on the grounds that Miss Drops Is 
a nleco ol the Mto of J, P. Jenny, 
one of the members ot the board, 
and therefore could not be employed 
by the imlverslty under the nepotism 

Justice Allshle set forth In tho 
opinion that the university and 
board of regents wero established 
by tlio territorbil legislature, and 
that their powers and rights were 
then perpetuated by tho state con- 
stitution. 

■'It's (the university's) rights, hn- 
m unities, franchises and endow' 
ments were placed definitely and 
permanently beyond the power ot 
the leglalaluro to disturb, limit or

but Hint does not make It a depart- 
ment of slalc govemmenl nor make 
It I'JboTdlnnlt to UiE ItsSalatuiE.

Even- whllo the tlubtlng still Li 
going on. the engineers have started 
their construction wrk. 
The first onrush of tJie Amerl- 
ins crushed all but kolaled re. 
alatnncB in tho foothills ot Ren- 
dova. Now (he Job Is being Iln' 
Ished.

amaUti troop cinitis. ISled up 
Blam^e channel between Rcndo^ 
and New Georgia In pitch darkness 
and swimg In Just before dawn.

Losses were 270 American heavy 
bombers. However. In addition to " 
enemy aircraft confh-med as 
atroycd. gunners of the elghtli 
lorcc probably desliciycd 515 mi 
and damaged SOI. 

The losses of American pla 
averaged only 3.01 per cent In 7, 
sorties against Germany and O 
man -occupied Europe, a sortie 
Ins a single flight by one plane. 
Begun July i, lltll 
Anlerlcon bombing operatlom In 
the European tlieater began July 1, 
last year when American crewi 
manned six A-70 Boston (llghd 
bombers ot tho royal air force and 
accompanied nli " RAP-monned 
planes on. a dayllBlil nttatk ngalnsl 
-izl objectives In the Netherlands. 

Twelve months 'biter, on Inde- 
pendence day this year, the opera- 
tions had grown until fotmntloni 
ot several hundred heavy bomber 
attacked Lo Mnai. Nantej and I.i 
Palllce, dropping S« Ions ot Iwmb; 
In this operation (hey shot dowi 
49 Qerman plonei. scored 35 ptob 
ablcs, and damaged seven, while 
losing eight. 

IB first heavy Itombordment 
Ion by tho eighth air lorcc l\ 
such occurred last Aug. 7. when 
flBhlcr-cacortcd bombeta dropped 
IS'.i tons of bombs on Rouen.

LONDON, July t Qi.fo— Allied mili- 
tary Quarten inclined today to tho 
belief that the Qttman drive In Ilua- 
sls Is primarily a preventive meas- 
ure—an "oifansivo detenao," the 
scope ot which had not become ap- 
parenL 

The oftenslre wis believed design- 
ed to eliminate springboards Irom 
Which the Russians might attack, 
as well as to compel tho red army 
to use up material which otherwise 
could be thrown into a Russian 
drive. 

The Oermans were obliged to em- 
ploy considerable numbers ol troops, 
tanks and planes, and to accept 
Bunstantlal losses. Hut previous cam- 
paigns, not only in Russia but In 
Africa and western Europe, have 
shown that the losses of the attack- 
ing force— however great — ahnost 
Invariable are smaller than those 
□r the defenders, 

ITiat Is true especially In armored 
wsurfare, becauie the offensive force 
generally maintains control of the 
battlefield and hence finds It pos- 
sible to salvage latge numbers of 
tanks and other material, while the 
defenders are forced to abandon 
their machines as they fall back. 

Notably, despite ihn clolms of the 
Russians to the destruction ot 1.791 
Ocrman tanks In three days ot 
fighting, tho Soviets also concede 
that tlielr lines were formed bock In 
places. Tliat meant that the Oer- 
mans retained control or tlio ttvnk 
batUeflelds, with Uio attendant eat- 
vage opportunities; aba that tlio 
Russians obviously were unable to 
estimate the nail tosses closely 
since the field— In the region of 
their withdrawal— was not In their 
possession.
